Of theſe paines, puniſhmentes, and 
plagues, ſome be corporall and exter- 
nall, ſome ſpirituall and internall, Of 
the firſt ſort are, barraineſſe and ſteri- 
litic of the earch, hunger and dearth, 
diſſentions and warres, diſcaſcs, peſti- 
lencc,baniſhmentes, ſhipwrackes, in- 
undations and ouerflowings,ſtormes, 
calamities burninges, &c, Ofthe lat- 
ter4ort are, ignoraunce of the ſcrip- 
rures, famine of the woorde of God, 
blindnefle of the minde,, incredulitic 
and ynbelicfe, induration, or harde- 
ning of the heart,deliuerie and giuing 
vpinto a reprobare ſenſe, &c. A grear 
beadroll of plagues are reckoned! vp 
in the 28, of Deutcronomic.But when 
it pleaſeth him, the Lorde can and 
will ſend many mo than are there ex- 
prefſed. For hee daily prepareth and 
makethreadie newe {courges & whips 
for diſobedient men, eu& as they day- 
ly commit newe finnes and offences. 
For,alas, what miſeric doc wee nowe 
day by day taſt and proue?whatdaun- 
gers? What diſeaſes? Whar other in- 
commuoditics , which as it is to bee 
thought, were not ſo much as once 
knowenby the ycry bare names, vnto 
mcn 
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men in the olde men: nor ſo much as 
once by any meanes ſpoken of ? And 
withall, thou ſhalt remember and call 
to minde, the examples of ſuch as by 
the iuſt iudgement of God,areread & 
reported of , in the bookes of the ſa- 
cred ſcriptures, & others alſo, ro haue 
been plagued with theſe puniſhments, 
cither bodily or Giricually:and itſhall 
alſo much furrher thee, to adde here- 
unto ſuch as thou of thine own know- 
ledge within thy time and memoric, 
haſt knowen to haue felt the heauic 
hande of God.

_ Anditconliſteth ſummarily in theſe 
two pornts, Contrition, and fayth : as 
many piaces of the Sct iptures doo 
p-aincly and cuidently acclarc.Repent 
(iayth Chriſt ) and belerre the Geſpell, 
Where the tirit mEver ſirniliethContrie 
tien,tne ſecond Fair" Ag inc, Repune ye 
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of your former life, for the kingdom of heaue 
is at hande, 1n which ſentence there 1s 
kkewiſe both Conzrition and allo Fayth 
included .Hereunto alſo is to be reter- 
red thar, which is cyted and alleaged . 
by the Apoſtle both in his Epiſtle to Roms. 9. ts 
the Romanes,and alſo to the Collofhh. © 0h, 2.1.2. 
ans, touching mortificativn and allo 
viuthcation, 
Contrition therefore ſerteth before 
our cies the heauie wrath of God,and 
the puniſhmenres due for finne : On 
the other fide, Faith ſetteth before vs, 
the mercies of God, free pards & for- 
giucnefle, and viuification or quicke- 
ning againe. The one laicth open and 
diſcoucreth vnto God,our wound and 
diſ:aſe: the other ſheweth forth & re- 
cciueth from God a ſuppling ſalue, a 
mollifying plaſter, & a ſoueraigne re- 
curatiue medicine, The one groancrth 
ynder the burden of finne, & forrow- 
fully bewaileth his heauy plight: the 
other bringeth eaſement, & aftfordeth 
refetion, Come wvnto me th our Saut- 
onr Chriſt ) all ye that re and he hea. ——— 
wie laden, and F will refres you, To bee 
ſhort, the one throweth down to hell; 
the other fercheth from thence , and 
lfteth vp to heaucn.

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Todrawe therefore the cffe of all 
rhe chicfeſt and eſpecialeſt pointes to 
be conſidered of in this matter, into 
{mall roume and bricfe wordes : Con- 
zrition 1s a moſt vehement affliction, 
troubleſome vexation, and perplexed 
coniternation of the mind, yea of the 
wavle man, cauſed through remem- 
braunce and acknowledgement of his 
finncs: & alſo of afearc of Gods hea- 
uic1udgements and deſerued puniſh- 
mentes, So thar all this abaſhmenr, 
vexation, attliction , perplexitie, and 
conſternation hath his reſidence and 
dwelling 1n the minde: inſomuch thar 
although there appeare withall ſome- 
times vpon the ſodaine,, certaine out- 
ward tokens & externall ſignes there- 
of, as confeſhon of the mourh, reares, 
ſighing , groaning,, abſtinence from 
meate and drinke, loathing , renoun- 
cing or contempt of all worldly mat- 
ters and externall dealings, with ſuch 
like : yet becauſe our queſtion in this 
place is not of counterfeite , cloaked, 
diſſembled,and vnperfe&t, bur of true, 
ſyncere, perfeR,and effeual Contri- 
tion, we muſt needes founde the very 

-depth of rhe heart, and the very in- 
nermoſt and ſecreteſt corners of the 
FE | Conſct 
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Conſcience, 
And tothis end are the wordes of 
the Prophet Dauid , where hee layth: 
Thoudeſzreſt no ſacrifice, O God, though F P/jal.51, 
wozulde gine 1t , neyther delighteſ? thou in 16, 
burnt offering. The ſacrifices of God, are a 
contrite ſpirate: a contrite and broken hart, 
0 God, thou wilt not deſpiſe. And againe; 
Heale mee 0 Lorde , for my bones are [we P/4!.6.3» 
vexed , and my ſoule is ſore troubled, And 
alicle after in the ſame Pſalme: 1 fain- Vers, 
red in my mourning, 7 cauſe my bed enery 
night to ſwinme, and water my conch with 
my teares. SO allo Peter remembring 
and acknowledging howe grecuoully 
he had ſinned indenying Chriſt , wene Mtar,26,ng 
out and wept bitterly, | 
Secing therefore that true, ſyncere, 
and not hypocriticall Contrition, 1s a 
thing mcerely internall,and ſpiritual, 
there is no man bur well vnderſtan- 
deth, that it is a ſpirituall pifte, and a 
ſingular benehie of almightie God, 
who onely opecneth the eyes of our 
mindes, to ſec and confeſle our finnes 
and offences. If then it bee the good 
gift of God, it ſtandeth eucry one of 
vs ypon, incefſauntly- to craue at the 
bandes of our heauenly father, ro en- 
duc vs [ccly creatures, and miſerable 
H s forborne 
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forlorne wretches with his grace, to 
vnderſtand and bewaile our greeuous 
finnes,& wickednes, manifoldly com- 
mitted, For whoſocuer after his tranſ- 
greflion & fall, hath not this conrrite 
ſprite, this bruſed and broken heart, 
(asthe Prophet tearmeth ir ) and this 
ſpiritual] mortihcation for his finnes, 
ro {11ch an one it may ſeeme, that the 
way to all recouerie and amendment 
is ſhut vp and Ropped. 

For Contrition,is as it were akeye, 
that openeth and driuerh backe the 
hidden bolt, and openerh the doore, 
which kepr vs backe from comming 
againe to God, Neither canſt thou al- 
leage for thine excuſe, tharthou lack- 
eſtrime, or that thou art not able to 
perfourme, and fulfill ſo manic harde 
pointes and difhcult workes, whereby 
toteſtihe and declare thy contrition, 
For ſecing thar it is wholly reſidenr 
in the heart, and there onely conſi- 
ſteth , iris brought to paſſe, and per- 
fourmed in veric ſhort ſpace of rime, 
yeain averie moment: and further, 
euen with the onely affeions of the 
minde, 

Moreouer, which will make thee 
more to maxueile ; that which thou 
ONCE 
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once in this ſort faithfully & humbly 
atchiueſt, remaineth firme , accepta- 
ble and ratified of God for euer after; 
fo that thou haue a ſtedfaſt & an har- 
tic purpoſc neuer againe to returne to 
tny former wickednefle, For in con- 
trition, thou muſt wholly and altoge- 
ther die vnto thy finnes: that is, thou 
muſt ſo renounce them, as though 
thou neuer intcdeſt any more to haue 
any dealing therwith, And fuch(dout- 
lefſe ) was the Contrition of the Pub- 
licane , whoſe wordes were verie 
briefe and fewe. God bee mercifrell un- 
z9 me 4 ſinner , Such Contrition was 
alſo in the Theefe, which was cruct- 
hed with Chriſte , ſaying : Lorde re- 
member mee when thou commeſt into thy 
kingdome , He therefore that will car- 
neltly repent , and come into rhe fa- 
uour of God againe, muſt bee tous 
ched with ſuch an incomparable griet 
for his ſinnes committed,that he muſt 
reſolutely, and diretly confeſle tum- 
ſelfe ro haue thereby iuſtly deſerued 
al thoſe plagues, which God by Moſes 
and the Propheres hath threarned, 
and thundered vut vpon all the deſpi- 
ſers of hrs worde, and contemners of 
his Maicſtie ; and that if God being

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by nature moſt mercifull , ſhould nor 
vouchlafe to haue wercie and com- 
pallion on him, he muſt needes ( and 
that preſently ) incurre the greeuous 
daunger , and feclc intoilcrable {mart 
thereof, 

Wee were purpoſcd hereunto, to 
hauec annexed ſome bricfe and com- 
pendious fourme of confeflion , and 
thereinto haue made a plaine diſco. 
ucrie and and anatomie of all the af- 
feCtions of a corrupt heart , and alſo 
ro haue brought inthe ſorrowtull ſin- 
ner, confeiling himſelfe to haue uſt- 
ly delerucd all plagues and puniſh- 
mentes , a{well of this life preſent, as 
of the life to come, and aſwell cor- 
porall as ſpirituall : and further alſo 
to haue deſcribed him, vrterly deny- 
Ing and renouncing himſelfe, and fo 
humbly ſtanding before the tribunall 
of the Lorde, his God andiudge, ſub 
mitting himſelfe wholly vnto his di- 
uine pleaſure and blefſed will, way- 
ting for that ſentence and doome, 
which ſhall beſt pleaſe him, Butbe- 
cauſe partly in the Chapter laſt afore, 
we haue alreadie in ſome ſortdeliue- 
red ſuch a confeflion: and partly for 
that in the ſacred ſcriptures , many 
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good & godly praiers are to be found, 
let forth by che auncienc farhers, and 
holy men of God ; cuery godly , zea» 
lous,and well diſpoled man may ther- 
in vertuouſly exercile himlelte , and 
thence take out for his godly com- 
tort, plentifull examples of Chniſtian 
meditation,

cies of God, to rayle vppe thy ſelfe a 
gaine, meckely and humbly crauing 
pardon of thy {innes and mildeedes, 
Vnto this humble proſtrating of thy 
lelfe , thou waſt both profitably and 
neceſſarily driven through humble 
confcſlion of thy finnes,, and mecke 


coutrition of thy heart, But nowe! 


thou muſt take heede and beware,that 
by conhderation of the ſeucritic of 
Gods tudgements,thou bee not vtter- 
iy diſcouraged, & daſhedour of coun- 
wcenance, and thereby enter into any 
diſpaire, difidence or diſtruſt of the 
goodnefle of God. It ſhallbe very re- 
quifire therefore for thy comfor, and 
as a ſoneraigne ſalue and cordiall me- 


dicine againſt this inconuenience, to | 


lay downe before thee, ſome holeſome 
and healthſome doQtrine , howe thou 
ſhalt hauc ful remiſſion and foregiue- 
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neſſe of al thy fins through faith in le- 


ſus Chtiſt. Cain acknowledged & cot Geng, r35 »| 


feſſed his ſinne,and being theretore 117 
minde marucilouſly troubled, graun- 
redit to be moſt greeuous and hay- 
nous. Iydas likewiſe openly condem- 
neth himſelfe for his great guilt and 
treacherous crime 1n betraying his 
maiſter , publiquely reſtifying and 
pronouncing Chriſt ro bee 1uſt and 
innocent;and furtherreſtoreth backe 
the money which hee had received. 
Whar will ye aye , lacked in him here 
to be done more? And yet neyther 
of them both obrayned pardon of 
their finnes: & why? forſooth becauſe 
this free & franke confeflion of their 
finnes was not accompanied with a 
huely fayrch and vndoubred truſt in 
the mercies of God, for pardon and 
forgiuenes thereof, Contrariwiſe Pe- 
ter bewayled,and wept bitterly for his 
finne, bur yer ſo, that in the meane 
while he ſkriike nor fro his firme faith, 
And therefore within a while aftcr,he 
receined a ſingular comfort and {pe- 
ciall conſolation from the mouth of 


Chriſte himſelfe; after his refurreQti- Foh,z20.r5, | 
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behoouefull ro.all crue & penitent ſin- 
ners, wherewith they may raiſc vp the 
ſelucs againe, being cthrowen downe 
with the burden of their offences.And 
nowe , howe truely ſorrowfull and re- 
penrancfinners may by fayth, againe 
be rayſ{ed vp, we will plaincly and eui- 
dently declare. 

Faith is a ſure and ſtedfaſt truſt, 
whereby we allure our ſelues that god 
will pertorme vnto vs all thoſe things 
that he hath- promiſed, chicfely and 
ſpecially, ſpirituall benefites, and in 
them, remiſlion of our ſinnes; and 
righteouſnefſe in Chriſt & for Chriſt, 
Which is confirmed by rhe authour of 
the Epiſt, to the Heb, 1n theſe wordes, | 
Faithis the grounde of thinges which are 
hoped for, and the enidence of thinges 
which are no: ſcene, The interpretation 
and expoſition of which deſcription 
(lo farre as concerncth the vie and 
practiſe thereof ) who ſois defirous to 
know, may ſce ſet down in the 4.chap, 
of the Epiit, to the Rom, Wherein at- 
ter the Apoſtic had ſayde that Abra- 
ham was 1uſtificd by faith, and that the 
inheritaunce of the worlde was giuen 
zo-him through fayth; he afterwarde 
addeth, that this reuerend and blefied 
Patriarch 


a mans owne ſelfe, 19r 
Patriarch had relpect vnto the good- 


nelſe and power of God, whereby bee Rom,g. 19% 


quickeneth the dead,gs callech theſe things 
which bee not = though they were: A nd 
therefore that aboue hope, that he shou'd be 
the father of many Nations , according to 
that which was ſpoken to him. So shall thy- 


' ſeede be. And he not weake in this fayth, Gen,ly, 


conſidered not his owne bodje, which was 
now dead, being almoſt an hundrech yeares 
old,neither the deadneſſe of Saracs womouc: 
Neyther did he doubt of the promiſe of God 
through unbeliefe, but was flrcngtiened in 
the fayth, and gae glorie to G O D, being 
fully aſſured, that hee wizzch had promiſed, 
was alſo able to ace it, and therefore 11 was 
imputed to him for righteon(n« /[/e. Ec. 
Hereby may euery one eaſily perceiue 
that faith yndoubredly belecucth that 
thoſe thinges ſhall be perfout med,and 
through K goodnefſe and power of 
God be broughtto pafſe which other- 
wile ſeeme neuer poſhible ro bee per- 
formed;rhar faith doth alwayes looke 
znto the promiſes and power of God: 
and finally , that fanh is an affured, 
certaine , yndoubted , and inuincible 
perſwaſion, conceiucd of the goods 
nefſe and power of God, whereby this 
gloric 1s alcribed, attributed , and en- 
ruled 
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titled ro God, that hee both will and 


alſo can ſaue ys, All which are figni- 
fied in that vſuall and accuſtomed 
fourme of confeflion , which cuerye 
one priuately vndertaketh and pro- 
nounceth for himſelfe, ſaying: 7 be- 
leene in God, For in theſe fewe wordes 
t5 ſer foorth and contayned the whole 
ſumme and fignificarion of fayth, 
Nowe heare and marke in fewe 
wordes , howe thou art iuſtifked by 
fayth. Euen as the Apoſtle reacherth 
ys, that Abraham was iuftited by 
fayrch, without workes , and that his 
fayth and ſure perſwafion of Gods 
protege and power was imputed to 
im for righreouſneſle : ſo muſt thou 
make thy reckoning(whoſocuer thou 
bee that acknowledgeſt thy ſelfe a 
greeuous finner , and that thou art 
guiltic of the manifolde breache of 
Gods law,and that thou haſt no good 
workes of thine owne to oppoſe and 
ſer againſt the ſcueritic of Gods 1udg- 
ment ) that thou likewiſe and in the 
ſame ſorte, ſhalr b:e iuftthed by fairh 


withont werkes, as the Apoſtle 1n that 


Chapter cuidently and plainely reſt 


fierh. He fayth there alſo further, thaz 
# is not written for him onely , that it was 
in;puted 
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amputed to him for righreouſneſſe, but aiſs 
for vs, towhomit sha:be imputed for righ- 
seonſneſſe, which beleene in him that ray« 
ſed up Feſits 6:37 Lorele from the dead + who 
w.ts delinered to death for or ſinnes , and 
12ſen againe for cur mſtifceat.on. Tus 
therefore is 1cquired at thy hand(ſce- 
in thou haſt no manner of heipe in 
thy ſelfe, whereby to obtayne thy ſal- 
uation, cyther by thine owne workes 
or any others ) that thou conceaue a 
ſure and vndoubred fayth, and a ſted- 
faſt and hirme perlwaſion of the good- 
nefle and power of God:and that thou 
be fully perſwaded, and throughly af- 
ſurediathy conſcience: that God the 
father, will recciue thee 'againe into 
fauour, that he will pardon-& forgiue 
thee thy ſinnes, and that he will 1uſti- 
fic and make thce righteous for his 
ſonne Ileſus Chriſt , as he by his owne 
expreſlc words, by his holy Prophets, 
and laſt of all, by the ſame his belo- 
uced ſonne, hath graciouſly promiled, 
For if from the bortome of thy hearr, 
thou vnfaynedly belecue the promi- 
{cgof God touching this matter made 
yntothe holy fathers of olde, be chow 
aſſurcd chat thou art in the kings high 
way toluſtification'and ſaluaton, 
Theſe

Theſe promiles haue euer from 


ro becne euidently cununued , and 
ſhall co che worides end be moſt tauth- 
fully and truely pertourmed, Imme- 
diately after the tranigreflion and fall 
of our ficit parentes Adam and Eue, 
this promulec of Chriſt was made vnto 
them, when as the Lurde ſpake vnto 
3.53. the lerpent, 1 wail put enmirze betweene 
| thee and the woman, and betweene thy 
ſeede and her ſeede : he hall breake thine 
bead. Afterwarde he ſpake vnto Abra- 
ham laying; In thy ſeede shall all Natis 
Ge 3* 19+ ons of the earth be bleſſed. Which pro- 
mule is excellently expounded by the 
Apoſtle, to ſignthe and to be meant 
of Chriſt. This promiſe was likewiſe 
made vnto Dauid, that of his ſeede 
and poſteritic , Chriſt the Sauiour of 
the worlde ſhould be borne, Many o- 
thers of the Propheres beſides did 
2. moſt clearely and manifeſtly prophe- 
Pal, 132. fie and foretell of Chriſtes comming, 
I, and of rightcouſnefſe by him onely 
ſay-9.7+ to bee obrayned.. HWaiah in his 53, 
ere, 23.5. Chapter, atter mame netable ſpee- 
24:.17.5s ches of Chriſts humiliation & death, 
91.13.23. hath laſtly theſe wordes : Hee hall 
[/a.$3L1, ſee fruite of the rranayle of his ju 
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and shall bee ſatisfied : by his knowledge 
ſhall he iuſtifie manie : for hee ſhall bears 
their iniquitzes. To be ſhorte , manie 
figures, fignes and types, acertay- 
ned, infinuated and repreſented vnto 
mens mindes, thoſe thinges which 
were to be done & finiſhed by Chriſte 
for our 1uſtification : the braſen ſer- 
pent was ſet ypon a poale in the wil- 
derncfſe, and ſundrie ſacrifices by 
the liraclites vied, were figures of 
Chriſt, and forcſhewed both his com- 
ming 1n the fleſhe, & his death which 
hee ſhoulde ſuffer for our wſtificati« 
on, 

Now that taou maieſt knowe , how 
for Chriſt,andin Chriſt our finnes are 
pardoned and forgiuen vs, and righ- 
tcouſnes umpured vnto vs, thou muſt 
looke into his death, which hee luffe. 
red to pacihe and ſatisfie the wrath of 
God the father for our finnes, This 
fingular benefite, and vnſpeakable aft 
of Chriſte , rogcther with the moſt ſo- 
ueraigne vertue and cfhicacie of the 
ſame, is in many places both of the 
olde Teſtament and of the new,nota- 
bly deſcribed. For this his death and 
paſſion was figured and foreſhewed by 
the types and ſacrifices before ex» 
prelled.

For we muſt 
ever ſtande in feare and doubr, leaſt 
wee be excluded from the participa- 
won of thoſe ſo yneſtumable benefires,

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as Chriſt brought and wrought, Bur 
to anſwere thee in this cale, and be- 
cauſe thou ſhalt not be vnfurniſhed 
of a ſtayed perſwahon herein,be thou 
thus aſſured , that the worde of God 
doeth moſt plainly direft and point 
thee to ſundry places , and alledgeth 
vnto thee manifolde textes and rea» 
ſons, whereby thou mayſt vyndoub- 
redly knowe that thy finnes are forgi- 
uen thee for Chriſts ſake,zfrhou doeſt 
earneſtly repent thee of thy wicked- 
neſſe, and withall beleeue that God 


/ the father for Chriſt his ſonne, will 


recciue thee into fauour, and forgiue 
thee thy linnes, in this thy belecuing,
